AUSTRALIAN SHIPWRECK COINS 


The following ten lots were discovered in shipwrecks off 
the Western Australian coast by Alan (Ellis) Robinson an 
underwater explorer. The Western Australian government 
introduced legislation to prevent Robinson benefitting 
from his discoveries. Robinson challenged the legislation 
in the High Court of Australia which held that the Western 
Australian Government did not have the power to create 
that legislation. The legislation was then passed at Federal 
level. 


The 'Vergulde Draeck' or 'Gilt Dragon’ ship was wrecked 
off the coast of Western Australia, on a reef about 12km 
south of Ledge Point and 120 km north of Perth, on April 
28, 1656. The ship contained 193 crew and goods worth 
106,400 florins and silver worth 78,600 florins. The wreck 
was discovered in the 1960s and coins wererecovered. The 
‘Zuytdorp' from the Dutch East India Company left the 
N etherlands on 1 August 1711 for the port of Batavia in 
Indonesia with newly minted silver coins amongst its cargo. 
The ship was wrecked on a remote part of the Western 
Australian coastline between Kalbarri and Shark Bay about 
40km north of theM urchison River. Thecoins areregistered 
as required by law and given certificates of authenticity.

M aritime M useum a completed 'N otification of Transfer of 
Possession’ (available from N oble N umismatics Pty Ltd).

Frederick M organ was convicted of theft in London in 1825 and sentenced 
to Life Imprisonment from M iddlesex Goal and transported to Australia 
at age 17. On 22 August 1825 he departed England on the transport ship, 
M arquis of Hastings, loaded with 152 male convicts and arrived at Sydney 
on 3 January 1826. After receiving a Ticket of Leave he worked as a tailor 
in Sydney and later a publican at the Spread Eagle !nn at Bathurst and then 
Tenterfield. He received a Conditional Pardon in 1846. In 1851 he married 
Emma Woodward and they had 16 children. Frederick Morgan died of 
bronchitis on 25 M ay 1886 at M organville, Randwick at age 79. Threeof his 
sons, Frederick, Edwin and Thomas were members of the syndicate created 
in 1882 that was responsible for the development of a gold mine at Ironstone 
M ountain near Rockhampton, Queensland. In October 1886 the syndicate 
becametheM ount M organ Gold M ining Company which went on to become 
one of the most productive gold mining companies in the world.

Richmond General Penitentiary was a prison established in 1820 at 
Grangegorman, Dublin, Ireland as an alternative to transportation. It and 
another prison in London, England, namely M illbank Penitentiary, were the 
first prisonsin the United Kingdom at thetimeto specialise in trying to reform 
prisoners rather than punish them. This process included a combination of 
solitary confinement, hard labour and religious instruction. 


The Richmond prison consisted of three leading classes of men, and the 
same number of females, each class being separated into three divisions, 
forming eighteen in total. On committal prisoners were placed in First Class 
in which they were wholly excluded from society being obliged to remain by 
day and night and to work in their respective cells that were large enough 
to admit a loom being erected in each. After a period in this class, prisoners 
were advanced to the Second Class in which they were kept in separate cells 
by night being allowed during the day to work in small divisions. After a 
proper period at this level prisoners were advanced to Third Class where 
further intermixing was allowed and at night slept in larger cells with three 
beds to each. The type of work carried out be male prisoners was tailoring, 
shoe-making and weaving as well as repairs and cleaning of the prison 
building and yards. Female prisoners did washing, needle-work and knitting. 
H owever, therehabilitation experiment was a failureand in 1831 Richmond 
ceased to bea prison. 


Between 1840 and the 1880s Richmond, which then was Known as 
Grangegorman, was also used as a depot for women and children subject to 
transportation to Van Diemen's Land. M ost of the women ended up at the 
Cascades Female Factory in Hobart. In 1897 the Richmond prison building 
ownership changed and it became the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum.

At West M aitland, on M onday 30 J une1876 in thecoffee room of Fullford's 
Family Hotel the subscribers to a testimonial to Sub Inspector Thomas 
K errigan gathered to witness the presentation. T he testimonial included the 
address printed below, which had been beautifully decorated by Mr. W W. 
Arndell, and nicely framed and a very handsome gold watch, hunting case, 
to which was attached a massive albert guard with cornelian key. To the 
guard also was hanging a heavy dull-gold medal, made to the order of the 
subscribers by Mr. Snow, of West M aitland, and bearing on one side the 
inscription, ‘Presented to Sub-inspector Thomas Kerrigan, by the residents 
of the district of Maitland, as a mark of esteem’, and on the other side, 
‘}une 30 1876'. On the inner case of the watch, the following words were 
engraved, ‘Presented to Sub-inspector Thomas Kerrigan, by the residents of 
the district of M aitland, asa mark of esteem. 30th J une, 1876'. There was 
also an oaken case, containing a complete dessert set. The watch, chain, and 
dessert set were purchased by the committee from M essrs. B. Griffiths and 
Son, of West M aitland. 


TheM ayor, MrH.S.Badgery, presided over the gathering and the testimonial 
address details were as follows, 


Dear Sir,- We regret to hear that the Government of N ew South Wales have 
transferred the sphere of your labours as an officer in the Police Department 
of the colony, to Port M acquarie, and we take advantage of the occasion to 
present you with the accompanying testimonial as conveying as faint proof 
of the esteem and regard in which you are held as a citizen and an officer. 


During twenty-three years of eminent and zealous service amongst us, we 
have ever observed in you those qualities which would endear you to usasa 
friend, and command our respect and admiration for you in your responsible 
public position. Wehave found that you have ever taken a broad, intelligent, 
and comprehensive view of your duties; and whilst remembering the claims 
of your office, you have never forgotten those gentler claims which entitle 
you to the name of gentleman; and we have no hesitation in saying that 
you have occupied the rare position of being a terror to evildoers, and of 
obtaining the respect of both the evil and the good. 


We feel that your departure from amongst us will be experienced as aloss by 
all classes of this community; and while congratulating you on your deserved 
promotion, we cannot forget that we are being deprived of the presence 
of one who has rendered this colony good service. We wish you and your 
respected family all health, prosperity, and happiness, wheresoever God in 
his Good Providence may cast your lots.

Thethird annual sports of the South Australian Caledonian Society took place 
at Adelaide oval on M onday 14 April 1884 with about 9,000 in attendance 
including H is Excellency the Governor Sir W.C.F.Robinson KCM G with his 
two daughters and his Aide-deCamp. Among the sports was cycling. At the 
opening, 54 bicycles paraded representing the clubs of South Australia, Ariel, 
N orth Adelaide and N orwood. 


The bicycle events excited the crowd the most. The Champion mile event 
with eight competitors caused great excitement and thefinal heat resulted ina 
magnificent contest between W.Tyler and H .Tregonning. H eat onewasa dead 
heat and W.Tyler won the final by anarrow margin. H owever, the three and 
five miles handicap races, which werefor one prize, resulted in another keen 
contest between Tyler and Tregonning. Ten cyclists competed on handicap. 
The first event was won by H.Tregonning (50 yds) from W.Tyler (scr) and 
T.Atkins (150 yds) in third place. The second event was won by T.Atkins 
(370 yds), who had a good handicap start, from H .Tregonning (90 yds) with 
W.Tyler (Scr) third. The competition was points based, so Tregonning (9 pts) 
was first, Atkins (8 pts) second and Tyler (7 pts) third. 


Prizes for the day's events were distributed in the evening by Mrs Allan 
Campbell, wife of the Chief of the South Australian Caledonian Society, at 
a social gathering at the Adelaide Town Hall.

In June 1899 Charles Hall, butcher of M ildura, sought a divorce from his 
wife, Jane Hall, on the grounds of misconduct with a young man named 
Wilson, and a decree nisi was granted. Subsequently the Attorney-G eneral 
intervened and instructed the Crown-Solicitor to apply for a rehearing of 
the case. At the hearing Wilson admitted that his story about intimacy with 
the respondent was trumped up and that he had been paid by the petitioner 
to tell it to the court. At the close of the petitioner's case M r J ustice H ood 
said the story by the petitioner was full of contradictions and absurdities. 
H is case was made up of conspiracy, fraud and perjury, which, had the court 
been aware of, the decree nisi would never have been granted. He would 
commit Bornholm (one of the witnesses) and H all for perjury, would set aside 
the decree nisi, with costs against petitioner, and he strongly recommended 
that an inquiry be instituted to see if there was sufficient evidence to prefer 
a charge of conspiracy. The two men were committed for trial. 


The series of cases were sensational at the time with M ildura's first 
policeman, Senior Constable Ambrose Beaumont Carter being instrumental 
in investigating.

The Teams Rifle M atch was held at Randwick Rifle Range between teams 
of twenty shooters selected from members of the US Fleet and the N ational 
Rifle Association Council Teams. The NRA team was selected on the basis 
that the event was more of a social occasion than a serious event and as 
well, the American sharp pointed bullet was used which reacted differently 
to wind variations and required less elevation at 600 yards, thus putting the 
Australian team at a disadvantage. The US Fleet team won the event 1884 
to 1755. After the event a dinner was held at the rifle range and medals 
were distributed. All medals were bronze with a total of 40 issued, one to 
each team member. 


The 150th Anniversary Rifle M eeting of the NRA of NSW was held at 
Anzac Rifle Range, Liverpool finishing up on Saturday 12 February 1938. It 
was the largest rifle meeting held in the Empire up to that time and also the 
largest sporting event held in Australia. Mr H.B.Jamieson was Chairman of 
the Council of the NRA. Hewas appointed Commandant of the Australian 
Team to compete in the Empire M atch against leading shooters from Great 
Britain, South Africa and N ew Zealand in February 1938. 


Mr Jamieson died on 28 October 1947 after serving continuously for 41 
years as a member of the NRA council, being Chairman from 1929-1947. 
He represented NSW as a delegate to the Commonwealth Council of Rifle 
Associations from 1927 until his death. In 1938 J amieson H ouse, at Anzac 
Rifle Range Liverpool was opened in his honour. In 1939 he was awarded 
an M BE for his services to rifle shooting in Australia. In 1968 Anzac Rifle 
Range closed and a new Jamieson H ouse was opened at Long Bay Rifle 
Range, M alabar and became the new office for the N SW Rifle Association 
(renamed from NRA of NSW),

Sir William Frederick Payne H eseltine, GCB GCVO AC QSO (born 17 July 
1930) was Private Secretary to Queen Elizabeth II from 1986 to 1990. He 
is the son of H. W. Heseltine, a primary school master in East Fremantle, 
Western Australia. He was educated at Richmond Primary School, Christ 
Church Grammar School, Claremont, Western Australia, and the University 
of Western Australia, where he received a 1st class BA (Hons) in history. 
H e joined the Prime M inister's Department (Australia) in 1951, where he 
remained until 1962. H ewas Private Secretary to Sir Robert M enzies, Prime 
M inister, 1955-1959, and Acting Official Secretary to Viscount De L'Isle, 
Governor-General, M ay to August 1962. In 1960-1961 he was temporary 
Assistant Press Secretary to the Queen. From 1962-1964 he was Assistant 
Federal Director of the Liberal Party of Australia, and in 1964 was attached 
to The Age (M elbourne). In the same year he was attached to Princess 
M arina for her tour of Australia. He joined the Press Office of the Royal 
H ousehold as Assistant Press Secretary to the Queen in 1965-1967. Hewas 
Press Secretary 1968-1972. In 1972 he was moved to the Private Secretary's 
O ffice proper, becoming Assistant Private Secretary. In 1977 he was promoted 
to Deputy Private Secretary, and in April 1986 to Private Secretary to the 
Sovereign, and K eeper of the Q ueen's Archives. H eretired in October 1990. 
H e was appointed an Extra Equerry while Deputy Private Secretary to the 
Queen. Hehas been a company director from 1991, including chairman of 
N ZI Insurance Australia Ltd 1992 (deputy 1991-1992); director of NZI 
Insurance N ew Zealand 1996; P& O Australia Ltd 1990-; and West Coast 
Telecasters Ltd 1991-1996.

(1906-09), Liberal (1909-17), Nationalist (1917-21), Country (1921-28) 
and Nationalist (1928-29). Atkinson was appointed Vice-President of the 
Executive Council from February 1923 until June 1926 and in 1931 was 
reelected as a Nationalist to the Tasmanian Legislative Council seat of 
Wilmot. He died aged 77 in Latrobe (Tas) in 1945.

incarcerated. He was also a very early British N aval veteran of the China 
O pium Wars. Polkinghorne served in the R oyal N avy for 36 years with 16 of 
those years at sea. H e finished his career as Staff Commander at Portsmouth 
where he died in April 1889. 


The HM S Fantome was built in 1839 and was put into service as an anti- 
slavery patrol ship off East Africa before being sent to the First N ew Zealand 
Wars and thenceto Australia. It was whileon a Royal M ail delivery run from 
hereto Wellington, N ew Zealand in November 1852 that a distress call was 
received when they arrived ashore with the mail at Porirua harbour that a 
local colonist needed medical attention. The Captain decided to take the 
ship's surgeon to render aid and left Polkinghorne to take command of the 
vessel. The Captain and surgeon Lieutenant William H enry Bent along with 
eight crewmen set off for shore, unfortunately, as they got closer heavy waves 
overturned the ship's boat and all were thrown out. The surgeon and four 
crewmen drowned. The bad weather continued unabated and consequently 
Polkinghorne was unaware that anything had gone wrong. 


After no word for two days, Polkinghorne decided to go ashore and see what 
was happening. He set off in a whale boat with four crewmen for Porirua 
harbour however this boat also was overturned in therough surf. Two of the 
crewmen were drowned and a third was saved by one of the crew from the 
Captain's boat who was on shore and saw the accident. Mr Polkinghorne 
and the other clung to the overturned boat but it was drifting away and 
they would have inevitably been lost. Fortunately for them, Levi Tandy, a 
local landowner with a couple of cattle runs in the area, was informed of 
the accident and immediately put off in a small dinghy and at considerable 
risk succeeded in saving them. 


On 24 June 1841 Levi Tandy, gardener, aged 26 along with his wife, M ary 
Ann Tandy aged 27, and M atilda Tandy aged 17, listed as a servant, arrived 
at Port N icholson as steerage passengers aboard the BarqueC atherine Stewart 
Forbes. He went on to become a farmer/landholder, and store keeper in 
Wellington. He died in August 1873.

Frank M cKeahnie was the son of a prominent, pioneering pastoralist from 
‘Aberfoyle’ at Yarra near Goulburn, NSW. After leaving school he was 
apprenticed to the engineering trade at Goulburn. In 1925, he purchased, 
Sydney M achineCo, based at Botany Road, Waterloo, not far from M ascot 
Aerodrome, as it was called at that time. Frank was a qualified pilot with 
the N SW Section of the Australian Aero Club. 


In Jan 1932 Frank M cKeahnie was elected as a member of the committee 
of the Australian Aero Club (N SW). In the same year he presented an Essex 
truck, used for towing aeroplanes about the 'drome, to theAero Club (N SW). 
H e was also president of the air tourney committee for the Lady of the Air 
Tourney held at H argrave Park at Liverpool, N SW, an airfield which opened 
in 1930. It was closed in about 1945. 


In November 1934 Frank M cKeahnie once again was the Aero Club's 
representative when three aircraft, three pilots and an instructor were sent 
from Sydney to Bombala to assist in celebrations to greet the King's son, 
HRH Prince Henry, when he visited the area. In 1935 he was elected Vice- 
Chairman of the Aero Club. Vendor advises that Frank M cK eahnie piloted 
one of the planes that flew over the Sydney H arbour Bridge on its official 
Opening day but this has not been confirmed.

The notes were printed in 1916 without signatures. The addition of signatures occurred later, but exactly when cannot be established. On 5 February 1920, 
the Treasurer of the Commonwealth (M r Watt), announced that passengers bound for foreign countries were only to take as much Australian silver coin as 
was necessary for the trip, but in no case was the total to exceed £3.0.0. The move was initiated by the extraordinary rise in the price of standard silver, and 
a shortage of silver coin being experienced, probably because of that factor. It was stated that an issue of 5/- notes was contemplated to ease the shortage of 
silver coin. The plates to print the notes had been prepared and an amendment was to be sought to enable their issue. Later the Commonwealth Bank Act 
had included in it the authority to issue 5/- notes. Such notes however, were never issued. It would appear that a total of 1,020,000 notes were printed with 
virtually all being burned in 1922.

T he Sforza (‘Strivers') dynasty began as many Italian noble houses did, with a 
successful condottiere (mercenary soldier) seeking respectability for his family 
by procuring atitle and an estate. M uzio Attendolo (1369-1424) founded the 
family, and his son Francesco seized the duchy of M ilan in 1450, having first 
married the daughter of M aria Philippo Visconti. Francesco's son Galeazzo 
succeeded him in 1466 and sought to have his position elevated to king, 
marrying the sister-in-law of the king of Franceto strengthen his claims. His 
rule over M ilan was harsh, with heavy taxes causing widespread discontent, 
but his patronage of grand artists and architects was a source of great pride 
for the city and his assassination in 1476 by republican sympathizers was 
met with mixed feelings. In any case, the dynasty survived, in the person of 
his weak son, Gian Galeazzo. 
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Originating in Renaissance M ilan, where it was first issued in 1468, the 
testone was a large denomination of good silver and was so-called because 
its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled head (testa) of the reigning duke. 
O wing to the influx of silver as a result of trade fueled by new sources of ore, 
the M ilanese Sforza family used the denomination to promote their power 
and regional influence. They followed Renaissance artistic principles, and 
the portraits of the family are presented in a more naturalistic and accurate 
manner than stylized medieval portraits. Like the French gros tournois of 
the thirteenth century, the testone gained popular acceptance and soon other 
areas in Italy began minting similar coins, bearing portraits of their own 
rulers. By the end of the fifteenth century, France, England, and Scotland 
began minting their own versions, known as the teston in France, and the 
testoon in England and Scotland, these coins with their Renaissance-style 
portraits may be viewed as the first modern European coinages.

The Koson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius Caesar, was raising troopsin northern Greecein preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. Theking's name, 
Koson, appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example. Koson's coin type 
makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre 
and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted 
Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 
B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and 
founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. T his design 
thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican traditions.

Originally founded during the Peloponnesian Wars in 432/1 BC the 
Chalkidian league was a defensive coalition of cities. It adopted a progressive 
constitution on the initiative of its leading state, Olynthos. The league was 
predominantly a federal state with sovereign powers and a federal coinage 
and adopted Apollo and the lyre as its symbols. The League became very 
powerful in the 4th century and won control of certain cities from the 
weaker M acedonian kings such as Amyntas II|. The League dissolved when 
its principal city fell to Philip Il in 348 B.C. The power of the league is 
reflected in its coinage, which was the most important in the M acedonian 
area during the first half of the 4th century BC. The modern excavations 
of the site are particularly important both for the history of a Greek city 
planning and the coin finds that are vital for the chronology of many issues 
of the 4th century B.C.

The staters of the Boiotian Confederacy of the 4th Century are well known 
to numismatists. These staters, struck on the Aiginetic standard, bear on 
the obverse the usual Boeotian shield and on the reverse an amphora, with 
the addition of magistrate names and, on occasion, vines hanging from the 
handles or extra symbols above the amphora. Although the coins do not bear 
the mark of an issuing city, Thebes, as hegemon of the Boeoetian Confederacy, 
was the most likely responsible authority. In his study of the series, "The 
4th Century BC M agistrate Coinage of the Boiotian Confederacy," in 
N umismatica Khronika (1998), Robert Hepworth identified 45 (two are 
uncertain) different magistrates and 97 separate varieties. The series begins 
in the early years of the fourth century and ends in 335 B.C., when the city 
was razed by Alexander theGreat. Through an intensive die study, H epworth 
has been able to identify the internal order of this series although an absolute 
chronology still remains to be determined. The actual identities of most 
of the magistrates remain obscure. However, the magistrate abbreviated 
as EPPA or EPAM has been identified as the historical Epaminondas (see 
"Epaminondas' Coinage," in Proceedings of the 10th International Congress 
of Numismatics, [London 1986, pp. 35-40]), who, at the battle of Leuctra 
in 371 BC, successfully led the Boiotians against the invading Spartan army, 
thus ending nearly 300 years of Spartan military supremacy. Epaminondas 
met his death in 362 at the battle of M antinea. H epworth in describing 
the series noted 1700 examples recorded from all the sources found over 
a period of 25 years of researching. The series is divided into four major 
groups with sub-divisions within. It is established by die-links and hoard 
evidence of the approximate order of issue. The series appears to have an 
annual change of magistrates.

Thomas Surridge, by trade a labourer, was born in the Parish of Bozeat, in 
or near the town of Bozeat in the County of Northampton, England. He 
was attested for the 40th Regiment of Foot at Brookhall in the County of 
N orthampton on 20 Jan 1827 at age 19. He served for 21 years 131 days 
during which time he served abroad for 17 years 8 months. The service 
included 1 year 3 months in Van Diemen's Land (25 Dec 1827 - 24 Mar 
1829), 12 years 6 months in the East Indies and 3 years 11 months in 
Scinde and Afghanistan. H ewas discharged medically unfit on 28 Aug 1848 
with the cause stated as chronic rheumatism and extensive varicose veins 
Originating on foreign service and caused by long marches in a hot climate 
on duty. His character was reported as very good and he was in possession 
of five distinguishing rings for good conduct. H ewas granted the Candahar 
Ghuznee Cabul M edal for the 2nd Afghan Campaign and a Bronze Star for 
the Battle of M aharajpoor 19 Dec 1943. Thomas Surridge, a pensioner from 
the 40th Regt of Foot, age 47, died on 18 Dec 1861 in the Sub-district of 
Bootham in the County of York, England.

Recommendation: For gallant and distinguished service in the field. H avildar 
Rattam Singh was not captured by the] apanese until four months after the 
capitulation of M alaya, remaining during this time stoically by the side of 
the C.O. attempting to evade capture. Eventually he was shipped to N ew 
Guinea and in September 1944 during a move from RAWAN to MAPRIK 
he and 27 Indian Other Ranks escaped, the Havildar who possessed a 
compass, acting as leader. All went comparatively well, though the journey 
was extremely hard and it was difficult to feed the party on roots and berries 
in the jungle, until a fortnight later they entered an apparently abandoned 
Japanese Camp. H ere they were suddenly challenged by a] apanese C aptain 
and his batman, but Havildar Rattam Singh called on four Indian Other 
Ranks to seize them and he himself beheaded them both with a 'dah'. He 
then led the party on and after another hard two days they were recovered 
by an American Patrol. 


H avildar Rattam Singh showed remarkable qualities of leadership and 
steadfastness both during the actual escape and all through the extremely 
hazardous journey they undertook, and to date hisis the only authenticated 
record of an Indian prisoner of war recovered from the South West Pacific 
Area who has taken extreme measures against the Japanese to facilitate 
escape. For his courage, powers of leadership and devotion to duty it is 
considered that he should be awarded the ilitary M edal.'

Details of letters written by Charles Cowburn to his mother were published 
in the Goulburn Evening Penny Post on 26] un1900 as follows, 


Gunner C. Cowburn, amember of theA Battery, N .S.W. field artillery, writing 
to his mother, who resides in Ifield, Goulburn, gives some particulars of the 
movements of the battery. The letters are from Upington, about 200 miles 
from the Orange River. Writing on April 26, he says they left O range River 
for what was supposed to be three days, only having the clothes they stood 
up in, but they had been away for two months at the time of writing. 


They reached Upington in a rather dilapidated state and got fresh clothes 
from the deserted houses of the rebels. He says the Orange River is well 
named, for thebanks are lined with orange trees, and thefruit was ripe when 
the troops were there. At Upington they got plenty of good tucker. They 
had six milking cows and plenty of poultry and eggs. Writing on M ay 21st 
he says, "| am very sorry to say that we have not fired a shot since coming 
here. The Boers won't give us a chance at all. We have not caught sight of 
them once since leaving Orange River. There have been some reports about 
the A Battery having been in action, but they are not true. | think we are 
the only lot out from Australia that has not fired a shot. There is one thing 
we can say and that is that we made the longest march in South Africa as 
yet. We marched from theO range River to Upington, a distance of over 200 
miles, and in some parts we had to graze the horses along the road for their 
dinner to spin out the oats. We came to a deserted store along the road and 
there wasa splash for the gunners there all right. We lost one of our chaps at 
Dratghoonah (sic should be spelt Draghoender). He was kicked by a horse, 
which caused lockjaw and he died. His name was Edwards. | have had the 
river fever and am still in hospital, but out of danger. | will he glad when it 
is over, and may the Lord teach me better sense next time about coming to 
such an ungodly place." 


Writing two days later he says he expects to leave hospital in seven days 
for light duty. "We get plenty of good tucker while in a standing camp at 
leave," he writes. "Wespend some of our time gathering oranges and going 
after bees' nests which are found in the old ant-hills. There are no trees big 
enough for them. Wecatch a spy nearly every week. The Boers are frightened 
of our guns. That is why they won't come in to Upington. As soon as they 
Saw us coming they cleared out of the town and left a lot of things behind. 
Some left their houses and all that was in them. It was quite a little harvest 
for us- spirits, wines, flour, pumpkins, and sweet potatoes, which areall the 
go here."

W hen William Eadie died on 29 N ovember 1937, the following was written 
in tribute to him. 


‘DEATH OF MR. W.EADIE, VICTORIA PARK CARETAKER, SOLDIER 
AND STUD GROOM 


W hile it was not unexpected, the death at 12.45 on M onday morning (sic) 
last at the District Hospital, of Mr. W.Eadie, former caretaker of Victoria 
Park, has occasioned widespread and profound expressions of regret in the 
community. H ewas an old gentleman and the work hehad donein Victoria 
Park will stand for many years as a memorial to him in Yass. 


There are a few men in every community who are, because of some 
inborn characteristic, liked by everyone, and Bill Eadie, familiarly but 
respectfully known as 'Old Bill,’ was such a man in Yass. Like the hundreds 
of thoroughbreds he cared for during his lifetime, he too came from good 
stock. 


The late M r. Eadie, it will be remembered, was the unfortunate victim of a 
motor car accident during the rain last Sunday week night. He was walking 
back to his residence in Victoria Park when he was struck by a motor car 
in Laidlaw Street and sustained very serious injuries. On account of his age, 
72 years, it was doubtful from the outset if he would recover. Under the 
sad circumstances it was probably a happy release, but had misfortune not 
overtaken him he might have lived for another ten years and seen the fruits 
of his labor in Victoria Park, to say nothing of his caring for ‘Sunny Jim,’ 
the town's pet kangaroo. 


All thetownspeople paid their last respects to a soldier and a lover of horses, 
at the funeral, which was conducted by Mr. W.H.M clntosh, with military 
honours, to the Presbyterian cemetery at 4 o'clock on M onday afternoon 
last. The late M r. Eadie, who has relatives in Victoria, was born at Sunbury 
in that State. He was one of the best-known racing men in this State and 
Victoria. He spent the major part of his life caring for stud sires in the two 
States. H e had an inborn love for horses and was there ever a true lover of 
horses who was not a good man? He was well Known by all the owners of 
leading horse studs and he followed racing from A to Z. Betting, however, 
was his weakness. He probably had no regrets. 


M r. Eadie fought in the South African War and enlisted in the Great War, 
but the authorities thought he was too old for active service. Mr. Eadie 
thought otherwise and he found his way to the other side in charge of 
horses for the troops. 


For the last seven or eight years prior to his appointment as caretaker at 
Victoria Park for the M unicipal Council, he was stud groom for M essrs. P. 
M.and].L.Bourke, at historic Cooma Cottage. H ewasa well educated man 
and was amember of the Veterinary Surgeons' Association of N.S.W. before 
the advent of University trained men. 'H ewasa man who understood his job 
well,’ was the tribute paid to him on M onday morning by M r. P.M .Bourke. 
M r. Eadie's work in Victoria Park, which was the subject of an articlein the 
‘'Tribune-C ourier' a few weeks ago, is recent history. Ald. Scot Dickson who 
collaborated with the late M r. Eadiein all the good work hedid at the Park, 
visited him at the H ospital on Sunday night and had a few words with him. 
Mr. Eadie regularly attended the Soldiers' Club, where he will be greatly 
missed. Flags at the M emorial Hall were flown at half-mast on M onday. 


An inquest concerning the death of William Aitken Eadie was formally 


opened at the Court House on M onday morning by the District Coroner, 
Mr. S. C.Sleeman, and adjourned till 2 o'clock on Friday afternoon.’

In February 1902, Pte L.H .Lovely of the Seventh Australian Contingent, 
a son of Colonel Lovely, the officer commanding the Infantry Brigade at 
Adelaide, made a world's record in rifle shooting at the Port Adelaide 
Ranges using a .303 rifle. In a match between B Coy Infantry, 2Bn and the 
N arracoorte Coy, he shot seven successive bull's eyes at 300 yards, seven at 
500 yards, and seven at 600 yards and thus obtained the maximum possible 
score of 105. The previous record score was 104 out of 105 made at Bisley 
in England. The performance was made even more creditable due to the 
tricky wind conditions.

Charles Edward Holmes was killed as the result of an accident on board 
the Royal Australian N avy's first flagship, HM AS Australia. The following 
report was published in The Argus newspaper in M elbourne, Thursday 21 
August 1913, p6. 


A cable message from Cape Town yesterday conveyed the news that the first 
fatal accident had occurred on board the Commonwealth flagship A ustralia, 
shortly after thenew Dreadnought left Cape St. Vincent. Petty O fficer Charles 
Edward H olmes wasthe victim, a derrick falling on his head. Unusual interest 
attaches to the accident, owing to the fact that the unfortunate young sailor 
was well known in naval and military circles here. He was only 30 years of 
age, and a resident of Twyford Street, Williamstown where he leaves a new 
wife and two young children to mourn their loss. 


Thelate Petty O fficer H olmes, in the capacity of a bugler boy, went to China 
with the Victorian Contingent at the time of the Boxer Rebellion serving 
under Captain Tickell. On returning he joined the Victorian naval forces 
and gained the rank of Seaman. Subsequently Petty Officer H olmes served 
in the Royal Australian Garrison Artillery, being stationed at Queenscliff, 
showing special ability in handling the little steam launch M ars. When 
the Australian naval service was made especially attractive, Holmes again 
enlisted and formed a member of the crew of the destroyer Parramatta. 
He afterwards went to England to obtain experience prior to joining the 
Australian flagship.

In aletter from the Premier's office dated 20 M arch 1916, to theActing Prime 
M inister of Australia, it stated that Detective Wellington H arry Pearce of the 
Criminal Investigation Branch, Sydney had been selected to proceed to Egypt 
by the mail steamer 'M alwa' for special duty there. It further stated that 
D etective Pearce was a native of N SW and had seen active service in South 
Africa (Boer War). He was 33 years of age, healthy, active, a single man, 
intelligent, a good penman, steady in his habits, strictly sober, of good address, 
and naturally tactful and also had a good knowledge of N SW criminals. 


Detective Sergeant Pearce, who had been hand picked by the NSW 
Commissioner of Police, was attached to the AN ZAC Provost Corps from 
1916 to 1918 and was one of six detectives, one from each State, sent to 
Egypt to vet the new Corps members. This was arranged in secret, Prime 
M inister to Premier level. These detectives proved to be so effective that 
Detectives Brennan from Victoria and Pearce from N SW were retained by 
the Corps and sent to London. They once again did such a good job that 
they were both awarded an MSM for valued war service and the Provost 
Corps also recommended them for the King's Police M edal as they both 
worked on major crimes and proved to be invaluable however, this award 
never eventuated. 


Their rank allowed them access to Army installations and was needed 
for travel, accommodation and rations and they were subject to all Army 
disciplinary rules and regulations but neither detective received war service 
medals and they were not entitled to returned servicemen benefits.

A short time later he transferred to the 49th 
Battalion. H e also served in the Boer war. Writing to his wife under date France 23/4/18, Sergeant H orton says: 'l got quite a big mail this week- three letters 
from you, one from mother, one from H. Hatton, one from Beaumont's, and also two parcels. J ust at present there doesn't seem much prospect of getting a 
spell as it takes every one of us now to keep the Germans back. We are out just now but only behind the lines for three days in order to get strengthened up a 
bit as we have got knocked about these last three weeks. If they would only send us some more men from Australia so as to give us a chance of having a rest. 
But no, it seems that the dirty cowards are going to let us fight on until we will be too weak to carry on. There, must be thousands of men who could come 
over and help us. | believe the King has conferred special honor on my division. Thank God our lads know how to fight and how to die.' 


In asecond letter, dated 28/4/'18, he writes: We have been in action again since! wrote you last week and | have lost all my mates again. Only three of us were 
left in the Pioneers. M y good luck seems to hang on to me. I'll just give you a brief account of what happened. We were going in to the line and sat down for 
a rest before going up a hill.

Charles Frederick Brace, was born 17 October 1858 at Ballarat, Vic; he 
completed his education at Scot's College Ballarat and in 1880 spent two years 
in N SW before moving to England in 1882 for atime; on his return to Sydney 
he was commissioned 2 Lieutenant in NSW Artillery 09)ul1894 serving 
out of Victoria Barracks at Paddington in Sydney; appt'd 1st Lieutenant 
01M ay1896; he completed a course of coast defence instruction at South 
H ead, Sydney and also obtained a certificate for proficiency in infantry drill; 
in 1897 was acting adjutant of 2nd Garrison Artillery; in 1899, while attached 
to No.2 Coy, under M ajor M urray, he passed a 6-months' instruction course 
at the Victoria Barracks and M iddleH ead; appt'd senior subaltern of No.4

On 25 April 1902 Colonel Rimington CB wrote to the Assistant Adjutant 
General Colonial Forces, Pretoria and stated, 


‘| have the honour to bring to your attention the conduct of the two officers 
named in the margin (Lieut O.Taylor and Lieut H .Waters 3d N SWM R), with 
a view to their receiving no further employment in this country. 


On marching through Villiersourg from South to North on 13th instant, 
special precautions were taken to protect the houses of two Boer women, 
who had on several occasions been of use to His M ajesty's Forces by giving 
information. These women were given orders by my intelligence officer 
protecting their property, and werealso given small presents of sugar, coffee, 
etc. M ilitary M ounted Police were posted on their houses to protect them. As 
the rear guard passed through the town these police were withdrawn. 


T he two rear troops which were commanded by the two officers in question, 
instead of continuing on with the remainder of the rear guard, and taking 
up a position on the heights overlooking the town from the N orth, as they 
should have done, stopped behind and headed by their officers, looted and 
set on fire the houses of these women, and robbed them of their money 
and their groceries. Both officers were shown the protecting passes by the 
women, and they threw them to one side. M y Assistant Provost M arshall 
had to return and clear them out of the town. O neof the women had a cross 
in her house which had been left with her by the O.C. 3rd N.S.W.M .R. to 
put over the grave of a man of this regiment, who had been buried in the 
neighbourhood. This had the man's name and regiment painted on it, and 
was shown to these officers. 


| was not present with my column at the time or | should have had both 
these officers tried by Field General Court M artial, the officer temporarily 
in command gave them a public reprimand. | am sending a similar letter to 
this to the authorities in Australia.’ 


On 4 May 1902 Lieutenant M.R.M echam claimed that the women had 
wrongly identified Lieutenant Waters and it was in fact M echam who had 
gone to the women's houses. 


In his defence, on board H.M . Transport 'Aurania' on 4 M ay 1902 Lieutenant 
Taylor wrote, 


‘| have the honour to state that on 13th April, when | was in charge of one 
of the rear troops of Colonel Rimington's Column, | was directed by M ajor 
Bennett to burn the houses in Villiersdorp, if not under police protection. 
As the houses were not so protected when | came to them, | acted on the 
General Orders which | had received during the drive and proceeded to 
burn them. Before however any damage had been done! was informed by 
the acting Provost M arshall that these houses were protected and at once 
withdrew my men. 


| saw no protection passes as stated by the women. O nehouse was burnt by 
Lieutenant M echam and not by Lieutenant Waters as stated by the women. 
Thehousel went to was not burnt. Asfar as! know thewoman who protected 
Our comrades grave and buried him was not interfered with in any way.’ 

N o further action was taken by the authorities in this matter.

Recommendation: M ajor H.V.P.Conrick 7th Australian Field Ambulance. On the evening of M ay 6th 1917 near N oreuil a wagon loaded with explosives was 
being taken forward. This wagon was hit and a huge explosion took place, drawing heavy enemy shell fire on to the spot. A man rushed to M ajor Conrick 
for assistance and reported that a hundred men had been killed or wounded by the explosion. M ajor Conrick immediately collected bearers and led them to 
the scene of the accident. H e personally attended to the wounded and directed the bearers in the open under heavy shell fire until all the wounded had been 
safely removed. 


The signed statement of Capt. G.A.H unt lst Aust. Field Amb. is attached. 


During the severe fighting near Bullecourt M ajor Conrick was in charge of the Advanced Collecting Post near N oreuil from the 4th to 9th of May 1917. He 
continually moved from Post to Post under intense fire encouraging the men and arranging the relief for the bearers when exhausted. It was due to his efforts 
that the evacuation of wounded was rapidly and successfully carried on during the above days. 


This officer was in the first Australian Expeditionary Force and has served with theA.1.F. throughout the Gallipoli and French campaigns. H ehas, at all times, 
been characterised by his good work under all circumstances.

H oratio Victor Patrick Conrick (1882-1960), born 27M ay1882 at Fitzroy, 
Melbourne and educated at the Christian Brothers' School, St Kilda; 
started working as a bank clerk before studying medicine at the University 
of Melbourne (M .B., B.S., 1910); appointed Resident M edical Officer at 
M ater M isericordiaeH ospital, Brisbane; 02Feb1914 commissioned Captain 
in AAMC, Citizen Forces; 20Aug1914 appointed to A.I.F. and posted to 
the 3rd Field Ambulance, AAM C; Emb.25Sep1914; served throughout the 
Gallipoli Campaign and was mentioned in dispatches in December 1915; 
appointed to 2nd AGH in Egypt Jan1916; promoted to M ajor 06Feb1916; 
transferred to the 3rd Australian Auxiliary H ospital and left for the Western 
Front in April; served as medical officer-in-charge, Anzac Base Details, 
and then attached to the Aust Vol Hosp in July; for the rest of 1916 held 
appointments with 2nd AGH and 5th and 7th Field Ambulances; serving 
with the latter unit when his award of the Distinguished Service Order was 
gazetted in July 1917; later that year he served with the Ist and 15th Field 
Ambulances, the 10th Casualty Clearing Station and the 24 Bn; appointed 
Temporary Lieut-Colonel and Senior M edical Officer at the 2nd Command 
Convalescent Depot in November and was again mentioned in dispatches; 
O3Apr to 24M ay1918 commanded 8th Field Ambulance; rank confirmed 
on 01M ay1918; RTA Jun1918 and appt terminated 14A4ug1918; no record 
of WWII Merchant N avy service as surgeon found. 


On 12Sep1918, Conrick married M ary Frances Punch at St M ary's Catholic 
Church, N orth Sydney; they settled at N orth Sydney and heresumed medical 
practice concentrating on children's medicine; held appointments at Sydney's 
Renwick H ospital for Infants at Summer H ill from 1922 and was honorary 
consulting surgeon there from 1957 until his death; from the late 1940s he 
was H onorary Assistant Physician at the M ater M isericordiae H ospital for 
women and children at Crows Nest and for several years was N ew South 
Wales representative on the council of the British M edical Association; 
remained on reserves with AAMC until 1943 when he was placed on the 
retired list with the rank of Lt-Colonel; Horatio Conrick died on 18 July 
1960 and was buried in the Catholic section of Gore Hill Cemetery. 


O neof thesoldiers who served at Gallipoli with Capt (later Lt-Col) Conrick 
was the legendary, J ohn Simpson Kirkpatrick, who served as] ohn Simpson, 
aka ‘Simpson and his donkey’. 


On April 28th, 1915, Capt. Conrick, AAMC, landed on Gallipoli with 
the 3rd Field Ambulance. The soldier to become known as ‘Simpson, the 
Donkey M an' was one of his stretcher bearers. Shortly before his death in 
1960, Conrick wrote with first hand knowledge of this braveand remarkable 
Australian soldier and his personal recollections were brought into the public 
domain by his daughter, M rs M ary Rayward of Dee Why. 
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‘Simpson, the Donkey M an’ - Herearesome personal recollections about this 
soldier, which | can vouch for, as he was in the same unit with me. | enlisted 
in 'A' Section of the 3rd Field Ambulance in Brisbane in 1914 as M edical 
Officer. We arrived in Egypt in December 1914 and were joined there by our 
'B' Section from South Australia and our 'C' Section from Western Australia 
and Tasmania. We werea composite unit from all States of Australia, other 
than N.S.W. and Victoria. 


John Simpson Kirkpatrick had enlisted in the 3rd Field Ambulance in 
Western Australia. This soldier enlisted as Simpson and was Known to 
his mates as 'Simmy.' At the landing at Anzac April 25th, 1915, he went 
ashore with his bearer squad of four; his three mates were either killed or 
wounded and Simpson was left alone. Being a young man of initiative and 
courage, he captured one of thestray donkeys that had been brought ashore 
for ammunition work. He placed his red cross brassard over the donkey's 
forehead below the ears and called the donkey 'M urphy.' Some afterwards 
referred to Simpson as 'M urphy the Donkey M an.’ 


With this donkey and working as a unit on his own, he carried and guided 
the wounded from the trenches down, despite the shrapnel, to the first aid 
post. In these early days it was highly dangerous to go along his usual track 
in daylight, as snipers from the Turkish trenches, which were higher than 
ours, kept up a constant barrage of rifle shots. It was while proceeding along 
this track ona visit to the front lines that our divisional commander, General 
Bridges, received the wound from which he died a few days later. After the 
General's death, the gully was made safer by the building of sandbagged walls 
at intervals along the track. From all of which it will be seen that Simpson 
carried out a very dangerous mission. He had several donkeys killed while 
on his job, and he escaped death till about 3 weeks after the landing, when 
he was shot by a Sniper through the heart while taking a wounded soldier 
on his donkey to the beach. 


Simpson was a very game man and in fact, he laughed at danger. At all 
times he was cheerful and a great favourite with his mates of the 3rd Field 
Ambulance. On one occasion | passed him in M onash Gully and called out 
to him, ‘Look out for yourself Simmy.' His laughing reply came, 'T hat bullet 
hasn't been made for me yet, sir.' 


When our C.0., Colonel Alfred Sutton, a good soldier and sensibleman, came 
ashore at Anzac about one week after the landing, we reported to him the 
type of work Simpson was doing, detached from the Ambulance. H e replied 
he was quite agreeable he should continue, as his was an exceptional case, 
the only stipulation being that he should report at intervals to H.Q. Simpson 
came to us at times for rations, but more often he was fed by the Indian 
M ountain Battery and Jacobs M ule Train, who were camped near M onash 
Gully. They greatly admired him and would have given him anything. 


After his death, these Indians took charge of his donkey, fed it and looked 
after it. Their M edical Officer, Capt. Casey Evans (afterwards Sir Casey 
Evans) told methat he enquired of someof them if they would not lose caste 
by handling a donkey. T hey replied, 'W hat matter, sahib, it is the donkey of 
a Bahadur - a hero.' We buried Simpson in the cemetery on Brighton Beach, 
closeto 'H ell-fire Corner,’ aspot hehad passed hundreds of timesin his brave 
journeyings. M ost of ushad known him for four short months only, but long 
enough to assess his worth; surely 'a very gallant gentleman. '

In an essay by Reg Hind's grandson which was awarded a NSW Returned 
Soldiers League prize, he cites that R eg was noted by his officers at Gallipoli 
for his bravery in serving his fellow man and in facing danger to rescue 
wounded soldiers. W hile involved in these activities saving others, he himself 
was literally saved by the scriptures when a N ew Testament bible in his left 
breast stopped a bullet from killing him. Later when he was wounded in 
France, his commanding officer wrote to his father assuring him that Reg 
was 'the whitest man in the unit' and 'his fine physical condition’ would see 
him recover from his injuries. 


During WWII Reg wasa Welfare Officer at Greta Soldier's Camp N SW with 
Open Air Campaigners running a welfare hut where men could relax and 
among other things hear the way to life through J esus. After the war Reg 
became the first Secretary-Director of SGM Australia (now SGM Lifewords), 
a Christian mission group which continues to serve the armed forces today.

Report of death of Lt A.W.Parkes 


‘On the night of 15.7.17 the Trench M ortar Batteries were detailed to carry 
a certain number of bombs from a Dump on the M ain Road at Ypres to a 
forward 6th N ewton M ortar Position situated about 200 yds off that road 
at a point about three-quarters of a mile from the Dump. This duty took 
the party through the notorious "H ell Fire Corner". 


The whole of the area was, on the above-mentioned night, subjected to 
intense enemy shell fire, including H.E. Shrapnel and Gas. The forward trip 
was negotiated without mishap and Lieut. Parkes was then detailed to return 
with a party of 10 men to bring forward a further bomb per man to complete 
the total number required. This party reached the Dump safely, collected 
their bombs and passed through "Hell Fire Corner" about 250 yds when 
an H.E. shell burst on the road immediately in front of the deceased O fficer, 
wounding him severely in the chest. The party at once moved him from the 
road under cover of an embankment but he did not recover consciousness 
and died within 5 minutes of the time he was hit. H e therefore suffered no 
pain. T here were subsequently many casualties that same night owing to the 
intensity of the bombardment. 


N ext day Lieut Parkes was buried in the presence, as far as can be 
remembered, of Capt. H.H.M orris, Lieut. W.H.Bryan (MC) and some 
members of his unit in a ceremony about 180 yards from Dump and opposite 
the Dressing Station on the M enin Road at Ypres. M ap locations are not 
available from records of the Unit. 


Later file records dated 25No0v1925 state that the remains of the late Lt. 
Parkes were interred in Plot 1 Row T Grave 1 of the M enin Road South 
M ilitary Cemetery, Y pres, Belgium. 


Capt. M orris and Lt. Bryan areat present on leave and the above information 
is supplied and corroborated by the only two O/Ranks now with the unit, 
who were of the deceased Officer's party, saw him wounded and were with 
him till he died.'

Submarine AE1 was the first of two E Class submarines built for the newly formed Royal Australian N avy and was commissioned at Portsmouth, England 
on 28 February 1914. She sailed from England to Australia with her sister ship AE2 and arrived at Sydney on 24 M ay 1914. She was crewed with a mixture 
of Australian RAN sailors and British RN on attachment, all under the command of British officers on loan to the RAN. When WWI broke out AE1 and 2 
joined with the Australian N aval and M ilitary Expeditionary Force assigned to capture the German Pacific colonies and both took part in the operations that 
led to the Australian occupation of German N ew Guinea when the German forces at Rabaul surrendered on 13 September 1914. 


The following day the destroyer HM AS Parramatta rendezvoused with AE1 off H erbertshohe at 8.00am and exchanged signals before proceeding to Cape 
Gazelle. Theships arrived at about 9.00am and again had an exchange of signals with Parramatta advising AE1 that her orders were 'to search to thesouth'ard 
with submarine and anchor off H erbertshohe at 5.30pm’. 


Parramatta then proceeded independently in a southerly direction while AE1 advanced in a north-easterly direction. The weather was hazy and visibility was 
observed to be about 9 to 10 nautical miles, at times decreasing to 5 miles. Parramatta reported that AE1 was obscured by the haze for sometime, as was the 
nearest land. Because of these conditions, Parramatta's Captain, Lieutenant W.H .F.Warren, RAN, considered it advisable not to lose sight of the submarine 
for too long. 


At 12.30pm Parramatta turned to the north-west and by 2.30pm she was close to AE1 when the submarine asked by signal: 'W hat is the distance of visibility?’ 
Parramatta responded: 'About 5 miles’. At 3.20pm Parramatta lost sight of AE1 and despite heading to her last known location no sign of AE1 was found. 
Parramatta was operating under the assumption that AE1 had returned to H erbertshohe. Parramatta later anchored off H erbertshohe at 7.00pm but by 8.00pm 
the submarine had not returned and Parramatta and HM AS Yarra were ordered to search for her. HM AS Sydney, also heading to the area was instructed to 
keep a lookout and later HM A Ships Encounter and Warrego also joined the search together with launches from Rabaul and H erbertshohe. N o trace of AE1 
was ever found, not even a shimmer of escaping oil on the water which would indicate some mishap. 


Theloss of AE1 with her entire complement of 3 officers and 32 sailors was the RAN 's first major loss of WWI and it marred an otherwise successful operation 
to seize the German possession in N ew Guinea and the South Pacific. It is not known what caused AE1 to disappear without trace. The area where she 
disappeared has many deep water areas and there is much volcanic activity throughout the region which has an affect on instruments used to locate wrecks 
and there are presumed to be many other wrecks in the region from WWII action. Despite several searches to locate her none have been successful. AE1 was 
finally recognised for her service with the retrospective award in 2010 of the battle honour ‘Rabaul 1914". 


The crew lost on AE1 comprised 3 officers of the Royal N avy, and the ratings included 16 other RN serving with RAN, 1 RN onloanto RAN and15 RAN, 
the nationalities being 20 Great Britain, 14 Australian and 1 N ew Zealand. 


There is a stained glass window at the naval chapel at Garden Island commemorating the W W1 loss of both AE1 and AE2. There is also a floating structure 
to AE1 outside the Australian N ational M aritime M useum at Darling H arbour, Sydney.

The 16th Brigade that 
included 2/3 Infy Bn had no other choice but to assault the] apanese positions 
front on, advancing straight up the gorge. Due to torrential rain and stiff 
defence, progress was slow as each defensive position had to be dealt with 
individually. With therain the water level in thecreek rosesteadily, the troops 
came under heavy mortar fire and were attacked with grenades lobbed from 
the heights above but by 28 October the 2/3rd Bn had worked its way around 
the J apanese right flank in preparation for an attack.

Asthe] apanese army advanced on to their capture of Singapore, a cargo ship 
requisitioned by the R oyal N avy for useas an armed trader was being loaded 
with evacuees. On the evening of 12 February 1942 the SS Vyner Brooke 
which usually only carried 12 passengers and a crew of 47 was overloaded 
with 181 passengers, mainly women and children and 65 Australian nurses 
stationed in Singapore. The next day in the late afternoon she was spotted 
by a] apanese aircraft and attacked. There wereno serious casualties and the 
ship was able to set course for Banka Strait. Unfortunately her escape was 
stalled by patrolling J apanese ships and on the 14 February in the afternoon 
she was again attacked by several | apanese aircraft, was hit by several bombs 
and within about half-an-hour sank bow first. 


About 150 survivors eventually made it to shore but those that reached R adjii 
Beach were annihilated. First they were captured along with some British 
service personnel and civilians. Then, the Japanese shot and bayoneted all 
the males and 22 Australian nurses and a British civilian woman were forced 
to wade into the sea and shot from behind. Of the nurses, only one, Sister 
Vivian Bullwinkel survived after pretending she was dead. She escaped into 
the jungle but after several days eventually surrendered to the] apanese and 
was interned for the rest of the war.

Of theother nurses, 12 drowned, 8 washed up near a Banka Island lighthouse 
and after walking to M untok Village they surrendered. Another 23 made it 
to other beaches or theisland's main pier. Beryl 'Woodie' Woodbridge floated 
to shoreon a plank along with four other nurses, | enny Greer, J oyce Twedell, 
Flo Trotter and J essie Blanch, all from 2/10 AGH. They sang as they drifted 
along so as the keep up their spirit. W hen they landed, they became prisoners 
of the Japanese and eventually sent as POWs to a group of Dutch houses, 
surrounded by barbed wire, near Palembang on the island of Sumatra. The 
POWsnamed thecamp, Irenelaan, after oneof thecamp streets. A | apanese 
sentry stood at each corner of the camp and there was a guard house at the 
gate. The women had no privacy for bathing and even when they slept guards 
would lift the bedcovers to look at their bodies. They were forced to line 
up for hours in the hot sun, had to bow to the] apanese and if the soldiers 
perceived any transgression they would be slapped and beaten. 


T hey had to wear anything they could get their hands on or makeup clothes 
from scraps. Some wore the same clothes for the length of their internment. 
Pieces of wood were used to make rough sandals to walk through the 
mud and toilet effluent that ran through the camp during heavy rain. The 
disgusting camp toilets were open drains with no running water. M any nurses 
volunteered to scoop up the rotting faeces into buckets using coconut shells 
and dispose of it to try and reduce the risk of disease spread by flies hanging 
around the foul drains. 


Crowded with about 30 in each house and 10 in adjoining garages, the 
women POWs formed small cooking groups and worked hard with others 
cutting timber to use for cooking the meagre rations of rice, rotting vegetables 
and decaying meat thrown to them from J apanese army trucks. N onetheless, 
the women endured. They organised sing-a-longs and sketches. Some of 
these included impersonating famous movie stars at the time and 'Woodie' 
Woodbridge, being of a small build and dark haired, proved to be a great 
success pretending to be Shirley Temple. When a group of the POWs were 
rescued in 1945, a concert was given for them at Changi in Singapore by 
Gracie Fields, the English actress, singer and comedian. In a photo showing 
nurses watching the concert Beryl Woodbridge looks pathetically thin and 
it is obvious how malnourished were those subjected to the severity of life 
ina POW camp. 


After returning to Australia many of the nurses wanted to be discharged. 
‘Woodie’ stuck it out until M arch 1946 when she discharged at 41 years of 
age and after 1,616 days of overseas service with the AIF. Several functions 
were staged for PO W nurses. O neof these was in early 1946 when theC.W.O. 
Younger Set Victory Ball was held at Earl's Court, St Kilda, Victoria and a 
special welcome was given to six nurses who had been POWs. On arrival 
they were each presented with a sheaf of flowers and entered the ballroom 
by walking through a guard of honour of the Younger Set. On leaving they 
were each presented with a gift package. The POW nurses dressed in their 
white uniforms and scarlet capes were Sisters Bullwinkel, Beryl Woodbridge, 
Betty J effrey (author of White Coolies, first published in 1954), A.Syer, N esta 
James and Wilma Oram. 


Beryl Woodbridge died on 29 September 1986. She was buried at Springvale 
Botanical Cemetery with her military rank and unit, 2/10 Aust Gen H ospital, 
recorded on the headstone. H er name and date of death is also recorded on 
the headstone of Frances Winifred Woodbridge (presumably Beryl's sister), 
who died 14 September 1977 at age 83 and was buried at Box Hill Cemetery. 
H er name is also listed on the Australian Ex-Prisoners of War M emorial at 
the Botanical Gardens, Ballarat, Victoria, along with 58 other WWII nurse 
POWs. The Australian War M emorial also holds a recorded interview of 
Beryl Woodbridge by M argaret Evans (AWM collection SO 2935).

H ewasalso present in late August 1945 at General 
Douglas M acarthur's H eadquarters in M anilla when 16 Japanese envoys 
headed by the Vice-Chief of the Imperial Staff arrived to discuss the terms 
of surrender. General Blamey having retired, Captain Layton was posted to 
the Australian Corps of Signals as personal staff-captain to M ajor-General 
C.H .Simpson, Signal O fficer-in-C hief of the AM F. 
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Also while on leave Captain Layton, who had organised the annual 
ambulance concert and many other functions at Grafton including those 
as Assistant Scout M aster (later Scout M aster) of Grafton, organised and 
presented the first short-wave concert programme from the mainland to a 
forward area in N ew Guinea. The show was a resounding success with the 
troops in M orotai so another, even better show, was quickly arranged. This 
second show prompted the Acting Chief-of-Staff of the AM F, M aj-General 
E.J.M ilford, to write a letter of commendation to Captain Layton. 


In about 1947 |van Layton moved to M elbourne where he started his own 
business and also became involved with theM elbourneLegacy Club. During 
the 1953 coronation of Queen Elizabeth II, Ivan Layton visited England 
for the celebrations, was a spectator at the coronation procession, and also 
visited Russian sattelite countries.

Citation: Staff Sergeant James Robert Barber enlisted in the Royal Australian Regular Army on 9th April, 1951 and was allotted to the Royal Australian 
Army Ordnance Corps. H e arrived in South Vietnam on 10th September, 1968 as an Ammunition Technician and was responsible for the operation of the 1st 
Australian Task Force Ammunition Point at N ui Dat. 


On 19th February, 1969 Staff Sergeant Barber was driving to the Ammunition Point when a bay of 
ammunition caught fire and exploded. A series of explosions followed which resulted in ammunition being 
scattered over a wide area and numerous fires being started. Staff Sergeant Barber despatched his driver 
and vehicle to raise the alarm while he proceeded on foot to ensure that all personnel at the Ammunition 
Point were safe. H aving established this, he then surveyed the area to determine whether any other bays of 
ammunition were threatened. Although both high explosive and white phosphorous ammunition were still 
exploding and debris and unexploded ammunition falling around him he completed this hazardous task. 


H ethen realized that the ammunition bay adjacent to the one burning was in danger of being ignited. This 
bay contained predominately white phosphorous ammunition and if it caught fire the remaining bays of 
ammunition would have been set off. With complete disregard for his own personal safety, Staff Sergeant 
Barber moved up to the threatened ammunition bay as soon as the immediate fire had been subdued. He 
then calmly and efficiently inspected its contents and dragged clear a number of smouldering cases of 
ammunition. Throughout the entire operation he wasin grave danger of ammunition in this and the adjacent 
bay exploding from the heat it had absorbed in the initial fire. 


By his cool and courageous actions Staff Sergeant Barber prevented the fire spreading to the remaining twenty 
tons of ammunition stores in the Ammunition Point and so averted a major disaster. H e was subsequently 
injured while destroying ammunition which had been damaged during the fire and explosions.

June 1887 to celebrate Q ueen Victoria's Golden J ubilee. The first events were 
staged on M onday night at the Exhibition Building and the next day's events 
at the Agricultural Society's Show Grounds near Flemington Racecourse. The 
first above medal was awarded to the N SW Naval Artillery Volunteer team 
which won first place in N aval Cutlass Drill and in Sword and Bayonet. 


In September 1893 the winner was announced for a competition staged for 
members of the N.A.V. Rifle Club (N aval Artillery Volunteer Rifle Club) 
who had been competing for a silver medal presented by the N.S.W. Rifle 
Association.

It was fired best two in a Series of three shootings at 700 yards 
comprising ten shots, with handicap, limit 36 points. In 1893 the trophy 
was won by Lieut Keating with a score of 79 points for two best shootings 
out of three.

The 
advance of the section of which Corporal French was in command was held 
up by fire from three enemy machine gun posts, whereupon, Corporal French, 
ordering his section to take cover, advanced and silenced one of the posts 
with grenades. He returned to his section for more grenades and he then 
attacked the third post, firing from the hip as he went forward. H ewas seen 
to be badly hit by fire from this post, but he continued to advance. The enemy 


gun then ceased to fire and his section pushed on to find that all members 
of the three enemy gun crews had been killed and that Corporal French 
had died in front of the third gun pit. By his cool courage and disregard of 
his own personal safety, this non-commissioned officer saved the members 
of his section from heavy casualties and was responsible for the successful 
conclusion of the attack.
